PREPARE FLOWERS FOR WINTER. 


Many Kinds May H# Had in th* W in­ 
dow by Starting New. 
(Iowa Homestead.) 
If you wish your window# to be a 
mass of bloom this winter you must 
begin now- to pri |*«re fur it. A variety 
of kin J* and colors make your flower 
collection tho more Interesting, and it 
can be provided as easily as a window 
full of geraniums. 
lf your callas, cyclamen and am aryl­ 
lis have nut been set aside to rest, do 
not delay lunger. 
June Is the proper 
month to do this, but they can have a 
good rest yet. 
Put the callas and cyi - 
I.mien outdoors In a shady, protected 
place, turning the calla pots on their 
soles. The amaryllis can be kept any- I 
where, hut no water should bt given I 
it until igjite dr>', and then only enough 1 
to keep the foliage from dying off. 
Freesia bulbs can often he obtained 
this month and they should he planted i 
as noon as they are at hand, and the j 
pot set somewhere in the open where I 
they can have attention, for they will I 
have to be watered freely and regu­ 
larly. 
Geranium cuttings can be taken this 
month lf you want young plants, but ' 
if you want tho old plants for winter ' 
blooming do not slip yet, but k. > p alt 
buds pinched close.
